The initial report of Prof. Riply

sion, Bierd announced and recom­ 
mends a merger «»f systems in the 
southwest. 
With reference to the situation 
in the southwest and the rumored 
merger of the Chicago 
and Alton 
and tin* Missouri, Kansas and Te\..s 
Bier«I -aid :

the Chicago and Alton connects with 
the three central west points most 
vital to transportation 
-- Chicago, 
St. Louis an«l Kansas City. 
*Th«» rumored merger has 
suggested as a means to 
<*onneet 
the Katv sy-tem with Chicago, such 
a consolidation would provide Chica­ 
go with dire«*! lines to the southwest 
including all |)«>ints 
in Oklahoma 
and Texas and possibly would Im» 
highly henefi«*ial to both systems. 
“The law sugge-ting consolxlation 
• >f carriers is not compulsory, how­ 
ever. It merely «lireets the interstate 
eommeree commission to make in 
i*«»stigati«>ns and recommend to the 
railroads where mergers 
would he 
Iwmeficial”, he eonelu«l«»d.

Kansas and Texas Roads : 


MERGER WOULD BE ECONOMY 


Amalgamation of Railroads fe Sug- 


gested by 
a Law Recently'

Chicago, June. 10 -- Merging of 


the railroad systems of the United 
States into three or four groups 
is under consideration, William G. 
Bierd, president. of the Chicago 'and 
Alton railroad, told the United P_reSs 
today. 


Bierd's declaration came followin 


reports that the Chicago' and Alto 
and the Missouri, Kansas and Texa 
roads were -to be consolidated. 


Amalgamation of the railroads, 


suggested by a law recently passe 
Bierd said, which directs the inte: 
state commerce commission to in 
vcistigate" and 
make recommenda 


tions to the railroads who would 1 
benefitted bji consolidation. 


The benefits of mergers, accor< 


ing to Bierd 
would 
be econom, 


more thorough utlization of the rai 
road properties and the strengthe 
ing of some systems by linking the: 
to stronger .carriers. 


The interstate commerce commis 


sion has instructed professor'.Ripi 
of Harvard university to compi 
railroad, statistics and make recom 
mendations where mergers would b 
beneficial, Bierd said. 


The initial report of Prof. Ripl 


has been received by the commis 
sion, Bierd announced and recom 
mends a merger of systems in th 
southwest. 


With reference to the situa»tio 


in the southwest and the rumora 
merger of the Chicago and Alto 
and the Missouri, Kansas and Texa 
Bierd said : 


It is a well known fact tha 


the Chicago and Alton connects wit 
the three central west points mo's 
vital to transportation — Chicago 
St. Louis and Kansas City. 


"The1 rumored merger, has 


suggested as a means to connec 
the Katv system with Chicago, sue 
a consolidation would provide Chica 
gfr with direct lines to the souihwes 
including all points in Oklahoma 
and Texas and possibly would b 
highly beneficial to both system? 


"The, law suggesting consolidatioi 


of carriers is not compulsory, how 
ever. It merely directs the interstat
